ER London, Geneva and 
Paris to ‘the Eisonhower- 
Churchill declaration are 
interesthig, mainly because 
they vary so much, In 
London, the opinion Is ex- 
pressed that the moat signi- 
leant feature of the joint 
declaration is that [t opens 
the door to reconelliation 
between the United States 
and Communiat China in 
the event of a xnatisfactory 
settlement of the Indo- 
China problem. In Geneva, 
reactions are of a more 
generalised nature—that the 
declaration representa an 
Anglo - American peace 
charter—-excollent and time. 
ly in conception and re- 
presenting a new-found 
solidarity of viewpoint be- 
{tween the United States 
and Britain. In Paris, an 
endeavour has been made to 
analyse the declaration, and 
diplomatic reception of the 
document is cool and 
detached. Generally speak- 
ing, however, the joint 
statement has created a 
good Impression so far an 
the free world is concerned. 
Opinion cluewhere [a not 
likely to find immediate 
expression, although certain 
passages can be expected 
to reap criticlam from 
Communist quarters, in par. | 
tleular the reaffirmation to 
malntain military strength, 
and the obvious = inference 
that this includes a fuller 
exchange of information re- 
lating to atomic war wea- 
pons and nuclear power. 
Yet the principles and aims 
enunciated are beyond eri- 
ticism—the — establishment 
of world peace [In accord- 
ance with the Atlantic ' 
Charter; friendship to all 
nulions ‘“desfroug of par- 
Uicipating in a just and fair 
peace,” recognition of the 
right of national — inde- 
pendence and — self-govern- 
ment; reduction in world 
armaments; and continued 
observance of the principles 
of the United Nations, None 
of these breaks new ground, 
but as a public declaration 
it possesses special value 
at this moment of Interna- 
onal tenafon. 


Y far the most intriguing 
Interprotation given so for 
to the declaration {a that 
which suggests it opens tp 
the possibility of an 
eventual reconciliution be- 
tween the United States 
and Communist China, This 
is not easy to envisnge, 
yet it _ls conceivable that 
the offering of a gencrous, 
or at least fnir, peace 
agreement for Indo-China 
by the Communists, and 
their strict fulfilment of 
the agreed terms, would 
have an important effect on 
American public opinion 
vis-a-vis Communist Chinn. 
Moreover it is reasonable to 
believe that when Mr Eisen- 
hower appended his name to

Salvador. 


San Salvador Radio sald the 
two men, with their aides, had 
arrived in San Salvador for the 
meeting, which will cement u 
major victory over Communism 
In the Western Hemisphere, 

The radio broadcast from San 
Salvador said the truce talks 
would b2 holdin the El Salvador 
National Palace. 

Colonel Monzon ieft in a 
chartered plane accompanied by 
the US Ambas-ador to Guate- 
mah, John Peurlfoy, the 
Salvadorean Ambassador here, 
Colonel Alberto Fanes, and the 
Apestolic Nunclo, Msgr Gennaro 
Verolino.

FEARS GROWING 
FOR SAFETY 


Tokyo, June 30. 


The life expectancy of Japanese Prime Minis- 


ters 


has been notoriously short and fears are 


growing that Premier Shigeru Yoshida may. be 
the next target of an assassin’s bullet or knife. 
Such fears are prompted not by Communist 
activities but by the revival of prewar rightist 
groups which call for a return to extreme Japanese 
nationalism and accuse Yoshida, an arch conserva- 
tive, of selling Japan down the international river. 
In Japan's history of government by terror and 


violence only 13 of her 33 


Prime Ministers have died 


peacefully and normally after retirement. 


The others were shot. cshot oat, 
hanged, 1 they comunitted

Ottawa, June 30. 

Sir Winston Churchill 
told a Press conference here 
today he has not discussed 
with Cunadian leaders the 
possibility of holding 4 
Commonwealth | conference. 
But if such a conference 
were proposed, Britain would 
support the majority view. 


Discussing the United States of 
Europe, which he had long 
sought, the Prime Minister said 
i, was a hope and dream which 
no one should desert. 

“What a wonderful thing it 
would be” If all European states, 
including those in : 
formed one communftly, gaining 
«0s wonderful pride springing 
from the personality of Europe, 
he said. 

A Untted States 
would be helpful to the United 
Nations. Instead of all states 
coming together as individuals, 
they could meet as regional 
formations — Europe, the Bri- 
tish Commonwealth, the Ameri- 
cas, Africa, Asia, Russia and 
the Slavonic peoples. 

The states within cach group 
could “consume their own 
smoke in internal discussions” 
while leaders of the groups 
would be able to mect on a 
higher level than is possible 
now and give the world the 
guidance it requires.” 

“Let us not throw’ awny 
United States of Europe,” 
Winston said.—Reuter.

Moscow, June 30. 

Condilions for the scientists 
who observed th? sun's eclipse 
in the Csucasus “were exccl- 
Icnt” — “W2 expect valuable 
results,” the Dtrector of the 
Mescow Planetarium, Dr V. 
Bezykin, sald tonight. 

He sald clsewhere conditions 
were cloudly and disappointing 
after a werk-long heat wave 
and clear skies, 

The temperature dropped onc 
and a half degrees during the 
eclipse and the wind changed 
and blew stronger, he said, 

In Moscow, 87 per cent of the 
gun's disc was covired and sum- 
mer crowds stopped In the streets 
to watch. But tho sky was 
heavily overcast and the sun was 
seen only fMtfully. It broke 
through and was seen clearly 
for several minutes at the fullest 
phase, however. 

The partial eclipse began in 
Moscow at 3.01 p.m, and ended 
at 6.12 pm. Thirty expeditions 
of Soviet scientists were sent to 
observe the total eclipse on Its 
2,000-kilometre pat over Sovict 
territory from the Baltic to the 
Caspian. 

Newspapers have been full of 
articles on the phenomenon for 
the past week. Pravda sald the 
exactitude of Sovict predictions 
on the eclipse’s place and times 
showed “everything in the 
world happens according to 
natural rules of Jaws” and the 
Soviet science based on 
Marxist-Leninist theory could 
“probe the essence of the most 
complicated phenomena.”—Reu-

CARRIAGE OF GOODS’ |West Germany's Aid 


Limitation On Rights 
Of Shipowners 


INTERPRETATION OF 
AUSTRALIAN ACT 


Limitation of the rights of the carrier of 
goods by sea is once again demonstrated by 4 
recent decision of the Supreme Court of New 
South Wales concerning an action brought for the 
recovery of damages in respect of the alleged short 
delivery of cargo. 

The goods, consisting of a consignment of 
fencing posts, were shipped at Dunkirk for 
delivery at Sydney, the bill of lading providing, 
amongst other things, for the determination of 
any dispute to be dealt with in the French courts, 
ie, in the country of the port of shipment. 

France, like Britain, Australia, and many other 
countries, gave effect tothe rules of the Brussels 
Convention of 1924 concerning the unification of the 
rules relating to bill of lading contracts for the carriage 
of goods by sea, and under those rules such a provision 
as that referred to above is permissible, and it might be 
said, reasonable. 3 


But unlike the French and 
British Acts, the Australian Act 
provides that any stipulation or 
agreement, whether mode fn the 
Commonwealth or elsewhere, 
purporting to oust or lessen the 
Jurisdiction of the courts of the 
Commonwealth or of a State in 
respect of any bill of lading or 
agreement relating to the carri- 
age of goods from any place 
outside Australia to any place 
In Australia shall be “iNegal, 
null and vold, and of no effect.”

The court, in holding that 
there existed no reason which 
would justify a stay of pro- 
ecedings, said that stronger 
words than null and void, and 
of no effect (as used in the Act) 
could not be found, and that If 
a stipulation was made a nullity, 
then it was a nullity in every 
respect. 


It is common for the Britlsh 
shipowner to include in the bill 
of lading provisions a clause to 
the effect that any claim or 
dispute under the terms of the 
bill of lading shall be decided 
at the carriers’ option in the 
courts of the United Kingdom 
or in the courts of the country 
of the port of discharge. 


The effect of this decision in 
regard) to Australian trade is 
therefore to deprive the carrier 
of the right to have any such 
dispute settied In the courts of

Creation Of Strong 
Merchant Fleet —

Bonn, July 1. 

Government financial aid to shipbuilders to 
further the creation of a strong West German 
merchant fleet is compatible with Anglo-German 
agreements not to subsidise exports, a- senior 
Economics Ministry official has stated here. He 
was commenting on the “Hamburg Plan” proposed 
by the Hamburg Senator, Herr Ernst ‘Plate, for 
the future financing of shipbuilding:
